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Police say people giving to beggars are helping drug addicts and alcoholics 

All vagrants are either 
‘druggies or alcoholics’

ESSEX Police has described all 
vagrants in Southend as either ‘drug¬ 
gies or alcoholics’. 

The statement - released via the 
force’s Chelmsford HQ - warned 
local people to stop giving handouts 
to beggars and homeless people in 
the town. 

The release quoted Southend 
neighbourhood policing officer, Pc 
Martin Knight, who said: “Vagrants 
by choice choose to live on the 
streets and take drugs and drink alco¬ 
hol and generally cause anti-social 
behaviour and crime. 


“I can honestly say that members of 
the public who give money to beg¬ 
gars are giving to either drug users or 
alcoholics or both. 

“Research shows that members of 
the public feel that society has let the 
beggars down. This is not the case, 
and supporting agencies provide ade¬ 
quate support to the homeless.” 

Vagrancy and homelessness in 
Southend continues to rise despite the 
work of charities in the town such as 
HARP and Family Mosaic. The eco¬ 
nomic downturn is believed to be 
behind the growing problems, 
although Essex Police maintains that 
many long term homeless people are 
those who choose to refuse help. 


Essex Police launched Operation 
Zest in 2013, claiming it would tack¬ 
le homelessness by ‘offering help’. 

The operation makes use of under¬ 
cover officers. The force insisted this 
was to provide support ‘to enable the 
[homeless] agencies to safely engage 
with the homeless people’. 

Although Essex Police have claimed 
that its out-reach patrols are aimed 
‘purely to offer support to the home¬ 
less’, Operation Zest has resulted in 
the prosecution of several individuals. 

A 51-year-old man has been prose¬ 
cuted on three separate occasions 
since being given his ASBO. He is 
currently serving a six-month prison 
sentence for breaching his ASBO. 


Six people have been prosecuted 
for begging in a public place. The 
force said all six people ‘failed to 
engage with supporting agencies’. 

Essex police has said further prose¬ 
cutions will be sought to discourage 
begging. 

HARP said it had helped 1,500 
people in the last six months with a 
variety of problems linked to poverty, 
although the vast majority of these 
are not ‘vagrants’. 

Homeless charities around the UK 
have seen a huge rise in homeless¬ 
ness since 2008 when the banking 
industry defaulted on billions of 
pounds worth of loans, forcing gov¬ 
ernment a bail out with public cash.

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Joy as minister backs academy plan which could keep school open

DEANES School may have been saved 
after the Government stepped in. 

It was the news staff, pupils and parents 
had wanted to hear but hardly dared hope 
for - support from Whitehall to become an 
academy and thwart Essex County 
Council’s closure plans. 

The Thundersley school has nearly won 
its battle to stay open, after getting the 
blessing of schools minister Lord Nash. 

Headteacher Jan Atkins told delighted 
staff and pupils on Friday: “I heard late 
last night that Lord Nash is happy to sup¬ 
port our application to be part of a Multi- 
Academy Trust with our long-standing 
partner, The Billericay School.” 

Castle Point MP Rebecca Harris, who 
has fought hard to save the Dawes Heath 
Road school, was there on Friday to hear 
the good news.

from The Deanes and Billericay Schools.” 

Ms Atkins added: “We have worked 
closely with The Billericay School for a 
number of years and we are already a key 
partner within the Billericay Teaching 
Alliance. Our application to join the

Suzanne Rollisson, 
47, of Hornby Avenue, 
Westcliff, admitted 
three charges of fraud 
relating to income 


support, housing ben¬ 
efit, council tax bene¬ 
fit and tax credit 
fraud. She was given a 
22-week suspended 
prison sentence by 
Basildon Crown Court 
on January 28. 

The court heard how 


Rollisson failed to 
disclose she had been 
living with her partner 
for six years or that he 
received an income. 

Rollisson indicated 
she was living alone, 
from December 2007 
to March 2013, while 


Benefit claimant’s husband 
ran barber shop, court told 


claiming income sup¬ 
port from the 
Department for Work 
and Pensions (DWP), 
housing and council 
tax benefit from 
Southend Council and 
tax credits from HM 
Revenue and Customs. 

A joint investigation 
confirmed she fraudu¬ 
lently obtained 

£21,819.85 in housing 
benefit, £3,377.69 in 
council tax benefit, 


£33,930.93 in tax cred¬ 
its and £10,490.66 in 
income support 

totalling £69,619.13 
Rollisson was ordered 
to spend 25 days in 
education and training. 

Southend councillor 
for corporate services 
Andrew Moring said 
offenders will often 
find penalties can be 
much worse than sim¬ 
ply repaying illegally- 
obtained benefits. 


Woman covered up the fact she 
1 lived with a partner earning cash 


A BARBER’S wife failed to 
mention her husband’s 
business so her family could get 
housed, a court heard. 

Rabia Cicekdagli, 36, was 
evicted with her two children 
and husband from Longbow, 
Sherwood Way, Southend, 
after the fraud was discovered. 

Cicekdagli, now of West 
Road, Southend, admitted 
dishonestly failing to disclose 
information to Southend 
council and dishonestly making 
a false representation. 

She was sentenced to a 150- 
hour community order and 
must pay costs of £258.11 and a 
victim surcharge of £60, as well 
having to pay back £5,501.48 of 
wrongly received housing and 
council tax benefit. 

Southend Magistrates Court 
was told on January 28 that in 
April 2012, Cicekdagli was 
awarded a property and an 
introductory tenancy with 
South Essex Homes. She 
started receiving housing and 
council tax benefit. 


She had told a housing officer 
she, her husband and two 
children would shortly be 
homeless and their only income 
was her husband’s part-time 
job at a local cafe. But 
investigations later revealed 
that Mr Cicekdagli was also 
running a barber’s shop in 
Shoeburyness. 

South Essex Homes 
concluded that had they been 
aware of Mr Cicekdagli’s 
business, his wife would not 
have been successful in her 
application. She was issued 
with a possession order for the 
property because she had 
failed to declare her true 
circumstances and benefits 
officers then discovered that 
£5,501.48 had been overpaid. 

Southend councillor for 
corporate services, Andrew 
Moring, said: “As this case 
shows, we will take action 
against people who withhold 
information or do not tell the 
truth. It is an offence to lie 
about your circumstances.”

Council has 
taken the 
soft option 

THE inconsistency, the disinge- 
nuity and complete incompe¬ 
tence of the Tory Castle Point 
Council has just come to a head 
with their latest proposals for a 
local plan. 

First, they turn down propos¬ 
als for building 165 houses at 
Glebelands, then they turn 
down proposals for 265 houses 
on Jotman’s Farm. After which 
they fight and spend taxpayers’ 
money on defending an appeal 
for the proposed Glebelands 


development. Next they set 
aside £1.3 million reserves to 
fight off any further incursions 
on the green belt. While doing 
and saying this, they are simul¬ 
taneously and clandestinely 
putting together a draft local 
plan which surrenders even 
more green belt and what’s 
more, includes these same loca¬ 
tions previously rejected. How 
joined up is that sort of think¬ 
ing? 

The reality is we have a lazy 
council which has decided to 
take the soft option. It is easy to 
get a single farmer’s consent to 
dispose of farmland to develop¬ 
ers. Only one person involved 
and lot of money to be made. 

The reality is that had the 
council the will to persevere 
with the option of using the 
land in north west of the bor¬ 
ough, we could have had a relo¬ 
cated modem business park, 
instead of the run down and 
worn out present Manor 
Trading estate. The ex-trading 
estate land could then have 
been used for housing along 
with the rest of the already part 
developed land in that comer of 
the borough. This probably 
could cater for the rest of the 
borough’s housing needs. 

Had the council persevered 
with the land in vicinity of the 
A130 and A127 boundary, it 
could have prevented farm land 


being destroyed forever. It 
could have removed the need 
for any more significant build¬ 
ing on the Canvey Island flood 
plain as well as providing a 
good clean environment in 
which residents could work. 

Ok, I hear them say, what 
about the fact that there are 
umpteen joint owners of that 
land. I am sure that most, if not 
all, would concede if the price 
was right. But no, that would 
require a lot of effort on the 
council’s part whereas it is easi¬ 
er where only one owner is 
involved. 

Then there is the question of 
access. They say that the high¬ 
ways authority won’t permit 
direct access to major roads. 

Not so. There are solutions that 
could be engineered, as exem¬ 
plified by the council’s pro¬ 
posed method of access and 
egress to Jotman’s Farm onto 
the A130 (a major road). 

There is a great need for low 
cost housing in the borough but 
if recent past history continues, 
the developers will get away 
with only building a minimal 
numbers of low cost social 
housing. 

All in all, the council’s latest 
exercise is a display of com¬ 
plete incompetence.

W RITER-DIRECTOR 
Spike Jonze is a 
man of fascinating 
contradictions. 

On one hand, he is a co¬ 
creator of the Jackass TV 
series and films, which revel 
in bad taste humour. 

On the other, he is the 
Oscar-nominated visionary 
responsible for the films 
Being John Malkovich, 
Adaptation and Where The 
Wild Things Are, which 
refuse to pander to the 
whims and expectations of 
the masses. 

If common sense and jus¬ 
tice prevail, Jonze should 
finally get the Academy 
Award statuette he richly 
deserves for his script to 
this haunting and heart¬ 
breaking romance. 

Her takes our fascination 
with technology as a means 
to forge personal relation¬ 
ships to the next level, 
imagining a love story 
between a man and his 
home computer's voice- 
activated operating system. 

Jonze elicits a tour-de¬ 
force central turn from 
Joaquin Phoenix as his 
unexpectedly love-struck 
protagonist and a sexy vocal 


performance from Scarlett 
Johansson as the rapidly 
evolving artificial intelligence, 
who begins to question her 
limitations. 

"Are these feelings real or 
are they just programming?" 
she wonders aloud. 

Phoenix plays Theodore 
Twombly, a shy, introverted 
man who has been emo¬ 
tionally scarred by the 
impending divorce from his 
sweetheart (Rooney Mara). 

Theodore channels his 
hopelessly romantic soul 
into his work at beautiful- 
handwrittenletters.com, 
which creates heartfelt love 
letters for customers, who 
struggle to find the right 
words. 

On the way home one day, 
he hears about new tech¬ 
nology that claims to be 
"not just an operating sys¬ 
tem - it's a consciousness". 

Intrigued, Theodore signs 
up and he creates an OS 
with a female identity; 
Samantha (voiced by 
Johansson) is born. 

At first, she takes care of 
his day-to-day tasks but 
gradually, Samantha coaxes 
Theodore out of his shell 
and encourages him to rake 
over the coals of his failed 
marriage. 


"I think I hid myself from 
her, left her alone in the rela¬ 
tionship," he laments. 

Intimacy between 
Theodore and Samantha 
leads to phone sex. 

"Last night was amazing," 
coos Samantha. "It feels like 
something has changed in 
me... You woke me up." 

It also wakes up 
Theodore, who surfs the 
crashing waves of first love 
again, while trying to keep 
secret the identity of his 
new lover from friends 
including Amy (Amy 
Adams). 

Her is the perfect 
Valentine's Day companion. 

Jonze wears his heart on 
his sleeve from the beguiling 
opening frames and treats 
his central pairing across the 
real and digital realms with 
tenderness. 

Phoenix is extraordinary, 
performing in close-up with¬ 
out any other human pres¬ 
ence for long periods. 

Aching emotions are cap¬ 
tured in every wrinkle and 
contour of his face, and he 
visibly lights up as the 
romance with Samantha 
becomes swoonfully seri¬ 
ous. 

Johansson is equally terrif¬ 
ic and their on-screen 
chemistry makes our hard 
drives whirr with unabashed 
pleasure. 

It may only be February, 
but it's hard to imagine 
another film this year seduc¬ 
ing my heart so completely 
as Her.

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Landlord Question 

When I take a deposit and a tenant moves out what will be allowed to be fair wear and tear and not 
deducted from the deposit? 


Think Property Answer 

Fair wear and tear means making an allowance for: - 

1. the original age, quality and condition of any item at commencement of the tenancy 

2. the average useful lifespan to value ratio (depreciation) of the item 

3. the reasonable expected usage of such an item 

4. the number and type of occupants in the property 

5. the length of the tenant's occupancy 

We'd say that there several points to make in addition to this very helpful guidance. Generally, you're not 
going to be able to claim for the full cost of replacing an item but merely a contribution towards its repair or 
replacement. Secondly, the type of tenant you have taken on makes a difference. So, if you've let the 
property to parents with kids or students, people with pets or smokers and that was recognized in the 
agreement, then you can't penalize tenants for behaving as anyone would reasonably expect them to. 
Dealing with delicate edge-cases is a skilful balancing act. But try and be fair. Don't be a quibbler. Don't 
forget, your time is valuable too. If you spend several weeks, numerous phone calls and not a little stress 
quibbling over £50, then you're onto a loser

Q. Aren’t all letting agents supposed to be 
displaying information about fees in their 
advertising? 

A. The short answer is yes. However, like most 
short answers, it doesn’t tell the whole story. 

Let’s start with the basics. Since the beginning 
of November, letting agents have been required to display their up-front, non- 
refundable charges to tenants on all advertising, both in print and online. This new 
requirement follows an Advertising Standards Authority ruling earlier last year, 
which highlighted the need for more transparent pricing across the lettings sector. 
The guidance from the ASA says that compulsory fixed fees should be included 
with the quoted asking rent - for example, in the case of a fixed admin fee of £150 
per tenant, ads should say something like: “£1500 pern + £150 admin fee per 
tenant.” In the case of compulsory fees which are calculated on a case by case 
basis (and which therefore cannot be quoted in advance), this should also be 
made clear in the advert. 

All fairly straightforward, you might think. Yet at the same time, the ASA muddies 
its own waters by conceding that where space is limited, it’s OK for agents simply 
to flag up the existence of additional fees with a prominent statement to that 
effect, and/or in the case of online ads, via a link. 

Now, when it comes to advertising, who is to decide whether space is limited or 
not? After all, since advertisers only buy the space they actually need, it’s always 
going to be “limited!” The net result of this confusion is that in the absence of any 
recognized industry standard, reputable letting agents have effectively been left to 
figure out their own way of complying with the rules. As a result, while some 
agents’ adverts spell out full details of fees alongside the headline rental figure for 
each property, others simply state that fees may apply - with a click-through in the 
case of online ads to more detailed information. 

Meanwhile, of course, some agents clearly aren’t making any effort to comply at 
all. Fortunately, they’re easy to spot - so hopefully, they will be the first to feel the 
wrath of the ASA and Trading Standards when they finally get around to enforcing 
the new regs!

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TEST OF TIME: The 
Mark V Volkswagen 
Polo, 34 years after 
the model’s launch

B ACK in 2009 Volkswagen certainly 
stepped things up a gear with the 
introduction of the new five-door Polo. 
And 34 years down the road since the 
original Polo was launched, the supermini 
could still make more friends with every 
coming year. Even though it always lagged a 
bit behind it’s larger Golf stablemate in the 
sales stakes, the new chunkier Mark V Polo, 
which hit UK roads just in time for the 
autumn number plate change, quickly start¬ 
ed to close the gap on its big brother. 

First up, the Mark V has gained another 
couple of inches and ended up only 9in 
shorter than the Golf, making it more of a 
bargain buy then ever before. Yet even 
though it gained a little where it mattered, 
the Polo still came in far lighter then the 
model it replaced and, as a result, became 
more economical and environmental friendly. 

The Polo initially came with the choice of 
three petrol and two diesel engines, all Euro 
5 compliant. The petrol trio consist of a pair 
of 1.2-litre units producing 59 or 69bhp and 
a 1.4-litre good for 84-brake, while a pair of 
common-rail oilburners, offering 74 or 
89bhp, completed the range. 

It also came in four trim levels, including a 
Moda edition based on the mid-range SE 
aimed specifically at younger drivers. 

I got to drive one of the very first models to 
arrive in the UK after it was shipped over 
from VW’s modern plant in South Africa, and 
it certainly proved something of a cracker. 

The overall quality of the car was top 
notch, living up to VW’s exacting standards, 
while the ride was smoother and more pre¬ 
cise than the car it replaced. To the front, 
you could immediately identify the family 
likeness to the Golf and new Scirocco mod¬ 


els with its flat, chrome-trimmed grille, 
body-coloured bumper and large air dam 
incorporating the front fog lamps. 

Out on the road you couldn’t fail to be 
impressed. Its low stance gave the car a 
sporty, purposeful look and coupled with its 
increased wheelbase and track, the combi¬ 
nation helped glue the car to the road. 

Even in windy conditions the little Polo 


could show it was more than up to the busi¬ 
ness in hand, with little movement, even in 
strong side winds, while little road or tyre 
noise encroached into the cabin, making it 
perfect for a relaxed and pleasant drive. 

Equipment wise the Polo lacked for little. 
From a safety aspect there was ABS with 
hydraulic brake assist and electronic stability 
programme, which included electronic differ-

ential lock and traction control, while a full 
array of airbags helped keep occupants 
safe. Comfort features included MP3-com- 
patible CD sound system, semi-automatic 
air con, electric/heated door mirrors with 
integrated indicators, split folding rear seat 
and Isofix child seat mountings. 

T he Polo has also came out tops in the 
price war. Going head-to-head with old 
favourites like the Vauxhall Corsa and 
Ford Fiesta, the starting price for the entry- 
level five-door S model saw off those rivals 
by a whopping £1,400. 

Now the Polo supermini makes a great 
used buy with its proven reliability and rea¬ 
sonably-priced servicing and running costs. 

There’s very little wrong with the 1.2-litre 
69bhp version with its 50mpg fuel economy 
and 103mph top speed. Price-wise, you 
should be looking at paying from around the 
£4,480 mark, up to £6,075 for a 2009 
09-plate five-door machine in S trim with 
around 40,000 miles on the clock. 

Move up to a SE and you’ll have to pay 
around an extra £400 but will benefit from 
additional specification such as alloy wheels 
and alarm. Prices for a newer 2011 11 -plate 
car in S trim with around 20,000 miles 
should cost between £5,915 and £7,560, 
while a higher-spec SE model will range 
between £6,210 and £7,935.

A JADED looking Southend United 
slumped to defeat at lowly Mans¬ 
field, losing ground on the Sky Bet 
League Two automatic promotion 
places in the process. 

Shrimpers fans trekked to North 
Nottinghamshire in a confident mood. 
Southend had tasted league defeat 
only once since the Stags visited 
Roots Hall back at the start of Novem¬ 
ber, and with Mansfield in a wretched 
run on their own patch, this was a 
game the travelling faithful believed 
Blues could take all three points. 

However, cautious Southend boss 
Phil Brown was quick to point out 
that this would be a tough place to 
go, and so it proved. On what was a 
blustery afternoon, the Shrimpers 
produced a tired looking display 
against a Mansfield team who 
looked fresher and more determined. 

First half chances came at a premi¬ 
um. Southend started brightly 
enough. Ben Coker picked out Lee 
Barnard following a tidy build up, 
but the Blues striker was wayward 
with his finish. 

The players were battling manfully 
with the gusty conditions, but Mans-

AFTER nearly a week of discussions, 
and a marked reluctance by the hosts 
to make a decision, Southend set off 
late for Bristol on Saturday morning. 

The pitch was finally given the go- 
ahead at breakfast time, but turned out 
to be in much better condition than the 
one in Edinburgh for the international 
that same afternoon!

Burr made a good break after 13 min¬ 
utes and, following some swift passing, 
the visitors advanced to the goal line 
and Adam Ferrier, now playing in the 
back row, crossed for a deserved score. 

The conversion attempt from wide 
out narrowly missed the target so 7-5. 

After 24 minutes, some more pres¬ 
sure forced the men in fetching purple 
and black to concede a penalty 20m 
out and just to the right of the posts. 

Burr had no difficulty putting his 
team in front for the first time, 7-8. 

Five minutes later, centre Sam Nash 
fielded a clearance inside his 10m line 
and, faced by a number of home for¬ 
wards, set off to his right.

Burr again obliged to take the score 


to 7-11. The men in brown and white 
continued in confident vein. 

15 minutes later a ruck, far out and 
well inside their 10m line, yielded a 
quick ball which new scrum half 
Simon Pierce, just on for Harry 
Branch, fed blind-side. Full back 
Mark Billings took the ball at pace 
and galloped nearly 75m to the line. 

Burr’s kick from the touchline was 
exquisite, making the score 7-18 with 
nearly an hour gone. 

Southend still looked set to end 
Clifton’s unbeaten home record. Other 
than the interception try, Clifton really 
hadn’t threatened the visitors’ line. 
However, on 69 minutes Burr was yel¬ 
low carded for a perceived technical 
offence when his team was under real 
pressure for the first time. 

Very soon after, Clifton managed to 
get over the line and the successful con¬ 
version (14-18) meant a frantic finish. 

With just a minute remaining, 
Billings was given his marching 
orders too, bringing Southend down to 
13 men - even though Burr should 
have been allowed back on! 

With the numbers now really count¬ 
ing, substitute wing Massey crossed 
with the last move of the game, to 
make the visitors’ long journey home 
even longer. 

So, four defeats in a row now for 
Southend, who are now ninth.
